To the Inhabitants of the Town of Orland: 


In accordance with instructions from your Board of 
Selectmen I examined the books and accounts of your Select- 
men, Treasurer, and Tax Collector for the municipal yeay 
ended February 15, 1941. The results of this audit are 
shown in the following exhibits and schedules: 


Exhibits—Comparative Balance Sheet, Report of Treas- 
urer, Report of Tax Collector, and Statement of Appropria- 
tion Accounts. 


Schedules—Accounts Receivable, Trust Funds, Notes 
Payable and Analysis of Change in Net Debt. 


Cash amounting to $2,497.26 was proven from a state- 
ment issued by the Union Trust Company, showing a check- 
ing account balance of $1,852.39, and cash on hand of 
$644.87 proven by actual count. 


The uncollected balances of taxes,.tax liens, and tax 
deeds were verified only by lists furnished by the Tax Col- 
lector, Treasurer and Selectmen. 


The Accounts Receivable as appear in Schedule 1 were 
proven only with the control account. This is also true of 
the Notes Payable as appear in Schedule 38. 


The various trust funds as appear in Schedule 2 were 
verified in detail by examination of the various pass books 
as to the interest received and expended as well as the total 


_ reserve and investment. 


In referring to Schedule 4 please note that the Net 
Debt has been reduced $1,561.29 during the year. This 
resulted primarily from payment of $1,000.00 on your notes 
and net unexpended balances of approximately $1,000.00. 


If you will refer to Exhibit D you will note an Over- 
draft in the Highway Patrol Account amounting to $532.20, 
which includes the town share of plowing the State High- 
way. This cost is fairly constant as the expenditures are 
made by the state and can be practically predetermined by 
them up to a certain limit. At your annual town meeting 
you should raise sufficient money for this Account. 


Please refer to Schedule 3 namely, Notes Payable 
which amount to $12,900.00. These notes carry interest 
charges of five and six percent. This interest charge could 
be materially reduced if the liabilities were to be refinanced. 
You, as Taxpayers, should give this very careful considera- 
tion. 


With the above mentioned exceptions the balance 
sheet, to the best of my knowledge and belief, reflects the 
true financial condition of the town as at February 15, 1941.

HANCOCK COUNTY HEALTH SERVICE 


Town of Orland, Year 1940 


Teo the Citizens of the Town of Orland: 


I hereby submit a brief report of Services rendered the 
town of Orland by the Hancock County Health Service from 
February 1, 1940 to February 1, 1941. 


The aim of a health service is to promote such undertak- 
ings as will improve community health, and aid each citi- 
zen contacted to secure the highest efficiency in all the as- 
pects of health. The program varies with the need of the 
individual town and the work based on the amount of the 
appropriation. 


During April the Orland schools were visited relative to 
the Early Diagnosis Campaign for the Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis, and pamphlets and posters were distributed through 
the schools and the own, each pamphlet carrying into the 
homes an educational message of vital importance. Bottle 
caps were also available for use by milk dealers. 


The Orland Primary, Grammar, Carter, North Orland, 
Crane’s Corner, and East Orland schools were visited dur- 
ing February, March, April, May, September, October, No- 
vember, December 1940 and during January 1941 for class- 
room inspection, a check-up made of the Seven Point pupils 
and individual inspection was given the pupils who were 
absent at the time the annual inspection was given. 


The work in the schools continues much the same as pre- 
vious years, the routine weighing and measuring, the Snel- 
len test for vision, the Whisper test for hearing, the inspec- 
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tion of teeth, throat, scalp, the skin for rashes and sores, 
postural defects, personal cleanliness, and for symptoms of 
infectious disease. The condition of the pupils is good, on 
the whole, and shows only the average number of defects. 
Needed corrections are being made gradually. As the result 
of previous inspection there have been 2 vision, 56 dental, 
3 swollen glands, 1 scalp, and 3 tonsil and adenoid correc- 
tions made. The annual physical inspection has been given 
in all the Orland schools, and the results are as follows:

Of the 163 pupils inspected, 124 were found with defects. 
In the Crane’s Corner school there were 11 children qual- 
ified for the Seven Point Pin and Certificate. The Primary 
school won a Green Star for their Certificate of Achieve- 
ment, and there were 8 Seven Point pupils. One pupil in the 
school qualified, and in the Grammar school 15, and in the 
Washington school 6 qualified for the Seven Point award. 
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School projects include Seven Point Pin activity, Health 
Habit Charts, and Survey of School environment. To Main- 
tain good mouth hygiene each preschool child and children 
through the school age should visit the dentist three times 
a year whether there is need of repair or not. 


Distance from a dentist is a handicap, but we should en- 
deavor that each child make one visit a year. 


During the year 17 school follow-up visits have been 
made to pupils in their homes. Two visits made to tubercu- 
losis patients regarding a chest X-ray. Arrangements were 
made with the Bar Harbor Hospital and the Hurley Hospi- 
tal, Ellsworth, the physicians and families, and three pupils 
were conveyed at different times for the removal of tonsils 
and adenoids. All made a normal recovery. 


As we come to the end of a period of service and attempt 
to give you a report of what has been done this year, we 
feel it might be well to ask you what benefit you have re- 
ceived. We hope you feel that your Nursing Service is “‘your 
good neighbor over the way” who is a sympathetic listener 
to your troubles, and is anxious to assist you... If you will 
write the office, an effort will be made to contact you. 


The service which the Hancock County Health Service 
renders the many towns of Hancock County is financed 
through the sale of the Christmas Health Seals and by town 
appropriation, for this we wish to express thanks and ap- 
preciation to all who have assisted in the work.

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The financial report shows a balance in the elementary 
school account. If all the schools had been maintained the 
thirty-two weeks within the municipal year there would 
have been a few dollars overdraft. This balance should not 
effect the new appropriation. The State School Fund was 
reduced $126.55 due to the reduction of State Schoo! rev- 
enue. We have already received notice that the Equaliza- 
tion money for next year will be approximately $50 less. At 
least $4,200 should be appropriated to maintain the schools 
with the present salary schedule. 


An increase in the cost of conveyance on the Leach’s 
Point route will have to be considered before long. The 
bus now in use is old and should be replaced. The State now 
requires that any bus purchased by an individual or munici- 
pality for the purpose of conveying twenty or more school 
children must have an all steel body, safety glass and meet 
certain specifications. This ruling does not apply to any bus 
now in use. 


REPAIRS 


The buildings have been somewhat neglected for sever- 
al years. The appropriations have been small, allowing only 
for the repairs absolutely necessary. As a result some of the 
buildings are in poor condition. The Primary and Crane’s 
Corner buildings need considerable work done both inside 
and out. It would seem advisable to completely renovate one 
building a year.
